“In those days there was no 
King in Israel: every man cid 
that which was right in his own 
eyes.” Judges 21:25. This clos- 
ing verse in the book of Judges 
briefly characterizes the root of 
israel's problems from 1375 
B.C. to 1075 B.C. There was a 
rejection of authority with every- 
one doing his own thing. We 
can even go back before the 
creation of mankind and see the 
origin of this thinking in the 
heart of Lucifer the Devil: “\ will 
ascend into heaven, | will exalt 
my throne above the stars of 
God: | wilt sit also upon the 
mount of the congregation. in 
the sides of the norlin: 1 will 
ascend above the heights of the 
clouds; | will be like the most 
High.” Isiah 14:13,14. The five | 
wills of Lucifer were the begin- 
ning of rebellion against God. 

Today the radical or revolu- 
tionary is the world hero in 
politics.

“Junie Moon” Production Set 
For Kirtland August 1 - 2 


“Fell Me That You Love Me, 
Junie Moon”, being produced 
by the Main Street Players, isa 
poignant story of three handi- 
capped people who decide to 
buck all the odds the world has 
cast against them, and live on 
their own. All three have been 
terribly scarred, emotionally as 
well as physically, and that 
makes their decision a more 
courageous one. 

Junie Moon is still young. 
When the play opens, she is a 
patient in a hospital, recently 
recovered from plastic surgery 
done on her face, from an acid 
burn. The horror of that burn, 
though, comes from the fact 
that it was done deliberately to 
her by her boyfriend, Jesse. 
And now Junie must live with 
the tact that sne is permanently 
scarred on the left side of her 
face. She still wonders about 
Jesse, and in flashback conver- 
sations with her mother, the 
two question how a man who 
was so “honest-looked people 
straight in the eye when he 
(aincd” could have done such a 
thing. Worse yet. Junie must 
cope with the fact that her 
parents have left her, apparently 
not wanting to face the respon- 
sibility Of a hanthcapped vauyin- 
ter. Through ail this emotional 
torment, though, Junie. still 
manages to retain a sharp sense 
of humor. "I'd hate to move next 
door to you and embarrass 
you," she says to her estranged 
mother at one point; “on the 
other hand, I'd hate to move 
somewhere else and embarrass 
the rest of the world. Do they 
have sublets at the North Pole?” 
Junie's strength holds the trio 
together. 

Arthur, the second member of 
the trio, is the victim of a 
“progressive neurological dis- 
ease” which the doctors can 
find no cause or cure for. And 
like Junie, Arthur's parents have 
leit, unable to face the respon- 
sibility of a sickly child. Arthur, 
who is slowly dying, walks with 
an unsteady careening gait, and 
is subject to seizures and un- 
controllable stuttering when he 
is upset. But he is a brave and 
gentie man. He attempts to find 
a job, convinced that he is 
healthy enough to do so. And 
he finally realizes that he is in 
love with Junie Moon, despite 
her disfigurement. 

Warren, the third one, is a 
paraplegic. At first he insists 
that he was shot accidentally by 
a friend white hunting. Later, he 
admits to Junie that his friend 
shot him deliberately in the 
back, rendering him paralyzed 
from the waist down. Warren is 
a great lover of beauty. “i must 
have beautiful things around 


é," he says in..a flashback . 
conversation. withshis former’: 


guardian, Guiles. “itis a sub- 
stitute for love,” he confides to 
Junie. Warren is pretentious 
and sometimes shallow, but 
still courageous in his attempt 
to overcame his imnairment. He 
is bright and very funny. “As 
jong as we don't have enough 
money for an apartment, we 
might as well not have enough 
money for a house and be more 
comfortable,” he telis his co- 
horts.

WHEREAS. Section 338.568 Compiled Laws of 1948, provides 
that it is unlawful for any county road commission to engage in any 
public work involving professional engineering where the 
contemplated expenditure for the completed project exceeds 
$5,000 untess the plans and specifications and estimates have been 
prepared by, and the construction executed under the direct 
supervision of a registered professional engineer. 

THEREFORE, BE !T RESOLVED, that the Board of County 
Road Gommissioners of CRAWFORD County designates JOHN M. 
KEIR, a Registered Professional Engineer, Certificate Number 
15957, as the County Highway Engineer of CRAWFORD County, 
and that his duties shat! be defined by Sections 224.10 and 338.568 
of the Compiled Laws of 1948.

tresh water system in addition to a sewage system. The intent of 
the present sewet proposal is to prevent a problem, which we can 
see beginning in Karen Woods and the low lands on the western 


shore of Lake Margrethe.” 


2. Up to 80 per cent of the cost of a township sewer project 
could be tinanced by Federal and State funds under existing aid 
programs, if township authorities act promptly. 

3. To qualify for 80% Federal and State aid, the project must 


serve a broad area rather than isolated 


“trouble spots”. and must 


include enough local customers to insure that the local share of 
start-up costs and continuing support can be provided. 

4. Eventually state law will require that all property with direct ‘ 
access to a public sewer system must tie in, for sanitary and 
financial reasons. Local ordinances would govern the time limit for 
tying in - probably 18 months to two years. 


5. Various methods of 


charging customers are under 


consideration, ranging from first-year costs per customer averaging 


$136 to $156 a year, 
between $101 and $221 a year. 


and subsequent annual costs averaging 


6. A grant proposal has been made te Federal and State 
authorities seeking 80% funding for preparing drawings, plans and 
specifications for the proposed system. These authorities require 
that public hearings be held. as a means of assessing local citizen 
support or opposition to the proposal. 

7. If the project receives the support of citizens, township 
officials and State and Federal authorities, construction on the first 
phase of the sewer project could begin in three to five years.
